Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 3 3 (2) -(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest yhe limitation 
"a port configured to receive a write command defining an initiating Host and a target; a trapping mechanism configured to trap the 
write frame if the write command designates a predeteimined Host_ID and a predetermined target JD; and a processor configured to 
process trapped write commands by modifying either the OX JD or RX JD of the write command header. " of the claimed invention. 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry. 
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
